Response to Arguments

4. In the Search Report three references were cited as "X" references against 
claims 1-22. Claims 1-22 were canceled in the amendment of September 30, 2003 and 
replaced with claims 23-26. None of these "X" references discloses the limitation in 
claim 23 of

selected to permit the charged sample components, upon application of a voltage potential 
between said upstream and downstream electrodes, to stack into a relatively small sample 
volume before hydroxyl or hydrogen ion migration into and through the sample-volume 
region is effective to overtake the charged sample components.
